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REMARKS 


Claims 1-55 and 59 are pending in the subject application. The Examiner considered the 
amendment filed on July 6, 2004 as non-compliant because claim 47 was indicated to be 
"currently amended," and the Examiner contends that the claim was not amended. However, 
Applicants respectfully point out that claim 47 was amended as follows: 

". . .Ri and R2 are chosen from the side chain substituents of the synthetic and 
biosynthetic..." 

Favorable reconsideration in light of these remarks is respectfully requested.
